On the moniing oi the 3d of July, 
icx>,txN) on the l.ebl of (lettys.iurg 
knew that Let would attact that day. 
By 10 o'clock in the forenoon every , 
one knew where the blow would fall. 
The topography oi the field, the bloody , 
struggles on the wings, the move- 
ment of tiie trix.ps and the batteries — 
there were a dozen signs to indicate 
what was coining. 

From daylight to y o'clock there 
was a sputter of musketry along the 
front as the sharpshooters and skir- ; 
misliers fired at long range. 1-rom 9 
to 1 1 the cavalry on the wings had the 
fight all to themselves. From 10 to 
10 a gun here and there shelled the 
Confederate skirmishers out of the 
(itches in which they were hiding, 1 
but there seemed to be no lighting 
anywhere. From 11 to 12 Ix-e was 1 
massing 120 field pieces in front of' 
Longstreet and Hill to open on Han- 
cock. Meade posted 100 gims to re- 
ply, but to lire slowly. 

At in*)!! a few couriers were riding 
furiously in diflercnl directions, but 
not a gun was 1>eing fired. 1 he men 
in the line ate their dinner from their 
haversacks, and the artillery horses 
nibbled at the grass as they were un- 
checked by their drivers. Seoresofmen 
had ixx-ket telescopes. These they 
passed from hand to hand, and every 
gun on the Coil federate side was lo- 
cated. "They are going to batter us 
with shot and shell and then charge. 
Lie close to the ground. The shot 
will fall short or go over us." 

So came the word along the lines. 

It was a wise precaution. But for it 
no one could tell what would have 
happened. Fmtn hall past 12 to 1 
o'clock scenic l an age. At 1 o clock 
sharp, the lx* >m of a single gun ech- 
oed over the battlefield and a shell , 
came screaming over onr heals and \ 
exploded 200 feet in our rear. That ; 
was tile si git tl. Before one could 
have counted 20 there was a roar | 
which can lx- compared to nothing 
one lias ever heard. In two minutes 
the earth was trembling. The stones 
in the wall in front of us gritted to- ' 
getlier. Mud had been used as plas- 
ter an 1 pic vs ol il tell out with the 
chinking. One w mi l have said that ' 
nothing could a Id to the awful roar, 
lmt the Federal guns began to reply, 
an Ithen men gasped as they breathed 
and cluthed sod or stones as if perch- 
ed on some dizzy height an 1 afraid 
of falling. 

For the first five minutes the roar 
shut out all sounds— swallowed them 
up as a great (Kean would another drop 
of water. Thousands of men closed 
their eves and clinched their teeth. 
Officers who had been standing up 
disappeared to hug the earth. Now 
the roar is split and slashed and pen- 
etrated by the missiles from the Con- 
federate guns. They are throwing 
round shot, steel bolts, fuse shells, 
percussion — every form of missiles 
which a portable gnu can take ill and 
belch out again. They shriek and scream 
and whir. They come from the front, 
and from the right and left. Some 
fall short, and explode in the dry 
soil throw a cloud ol dust heaven- 
ward to sift down on our backs. 
Others sail high above us an 1 carry 
death into the ranks ol the reserve, 
while now and then one burst just 
right to wound or kill in our own 
ranks 

No living man will ever hearken 
to a more terrific eattnona le. No bat- 
tle field of the future will hold men 
for two long hours under such a cross- 
lire. The smoke rose up and hung a 
dead cloud until one would have 
thought that night was coming on. 
Fiery serpents darted in every direc- 
tion. Exploding shells created sud- 
den great flames as if kegs of 
powder had been tossed up to destroy 
the heavens. There was no lull — no 
interval. Only those who became 
unnerved sat up to look around them. 
Here and there one rose up and ran 
away. He was not a coward — lie was 
simply unnerved by the situation. 
.Sometimes he came creeping back, 
whitefaced and weeping, and some- 
times he was struck down ns lie 
groped about in the semi-darkness to 
find shelter irom the rain ol death. 

Two hours, they afterward said.
